A«-s.-ir.iiicos Given 'Kiat the 
United 


Suites Will Make a New Treaty 


With Japan. 


"Washington, Feb 19 — An agree- 


ment has been reached between the 
president 
and Secretary Root and 


Mayor Schmitz and the San Francisco 
school board, whereby the Japanese 
childre* are to be admitted to the 
white schools of San Francisco under 
certain restrictions; skilled and un- 
skilled laborers coming from Japan 
barred from the mainland of the Uni 
ed States, and American labor • 
skilled and unskilled, are to be e. 
cluded from Japan. 


The agreement just reached means 


that the schools of San Francisco will 
be conducted In the same manner as 
they were before the board of educa- 
tion adopted the resolution last Octo- 
ber providing for the segregation of 
th« Japanese, except that adult Jap- 
anese who are In primary grades must 
continue to attend the oriental schools 
and that Japanese children under 16 
years of age will be admitted to 
classes wjth white children of their 
own |iges. 


Mayor Schmitz said: "This is only 


a temporary arrangement. President 
Roos«relt baa »lven us direct and 
positive assurances that he will at 
onc« begin negotiations witb Japan 
for the purpose of bringing about a 
new treaty that will exclu*e Japanese 
laborers, skilled and unskilled, from 
continental United States." 


It-was pointed eut that where Jap- 


anese children «an not meet the edu- 
tional requirements, special classes 
will be organized for them In the 
white schools, and also that the clause 
of ,the agreement which rests in the 
principal of the school the discretion- 
ary power to reject any applicant for 
admission to the school Is the pro- 
Tisiom particularly aimed to meet the 
exclusion of Chinese children. 


Mayor Schmitz and his associates 


have received several hundred tele- 
grams congratulating them upon th* 
satisfactory results of their negotia- 
tions with the president. Other tele- 
grams were received criticising the 
mayor and the school board, declaring 
that tie exclusion amendment in the 
Immigration bill a» passed by the 
house of representatives is unsatisfac- 
tory to the people of the Pacific coast 
states. 


The state department being assured, 


through the passage of the immigra- 
tion bill, that the San Franciscan au- 
thorities will rescind their action ex- 
cluding Japanese pupils 
from 
the 


white schools, is prepared t» take up 
again the negotiations that were al- 
ready IB progress with the Japanese 
government looking to the regulation 
of Japanese immigration into the 
United States. It is expected that the 
negotiations will result in' an agree- 
ment between the 
government of 


Japan and that of the United States 
for the withholding by the former of 
passports to Japan of the laboring 
tlasses seeking to enter the United 
States. 


Immigration Bill Passed. 


Washington, Feb. 19.—Under sus- 


pension of the rules the house adopt- 
ed the conference report on the immi- 
gration bill, although the Democrats 
generally made n party issue against 
the passport provisions as well as to 
that requiring increased air space in 
vessels.

Tveitmoe, president of the Japanese 
and Korean Exclusion league, said

did you ever tell him Wihite had per- 
formed unnatural actions in his de- 
bauching of young girls?" asked Del- 
mas.

claimed the girl, as her eyes snapped 
resentment. 


"Never mind, then," 


trfal. He declared that "they -wanted 
to close this matter up." Thaw told 
the physician that in his attempts to 
bring Stanford White to Justic* he 
had complained to District Attorney 
Jerome, and that the latter had told 
him to let the matter drop; that there 
was nothing to It. He "also complained 
to Anthony Comstock and to a detec- 
tive agency. Dr. Evans was corrob- 
orated aa to most of Thaw's state- 
ments by Dr. Charles G. Wagner of 
Binghamton. who first figured as a 
witness early last week. 


Thaw's own story of the killing of 


Stanford White, a&Jie related it to. Dr. 
Evans, was as follows: "I never want- 
ed to shoot the creature. I never 
wanted t« kill.him. I knew he was a 
foul creature, destroying th« mothers 
and daughters of America, but I want- 
ed through legal means to bring him 
to trial. 
I wanted to get him Into 


court—to bring him to justice. But 
Providence took charge of it; it was 
an act • of Providence." 


Dr. Evans repeated Thaw's story to 


the jury. 


In further fortifying their conten- 


tion that Thaw was insane when he 
killed Stanford White, the defendant's 
counsel succeeded In placing before 
the jury the will executed by-Thaw 
the night of his marriage in April, 
1905, 
and a codicil to tie will ex- 


ecuted at the same time. Again Mr. 
Jerome fought the evidence, but he 
significantly withdrew his objections 
after Dr. Evans had given it as his 
expert opinion that Thaw was insane 
at the time he executed the will. The 
fact that the district attorney seems 
disposed to let in testimony of every 
character, provided there is a prelimi- 
nary opinion from the witness that 
the man was of unsound mind at the 
time to which the testimony refers, 
was taken as further Indicating that 
Mr. Jerome may at the psychological 
moment, if he deems his hand strong 
enough, demand the appointment of a 
commission to pass upon Thaw's 
state of mind at the present moment. 
The will and the codicil as read to 
the jurors were offered in evidence 
as cumulative testimony of Thaw's 
mental unsoundness prior to the kill- 
ing of White. In his will Thaw pro- 
vided that his executors should set 
apart the sum of $50,000 for the inves- 
tigation of his death in case of a vio- 
lent or suspicious end, and for the 
prosecution of the persons suspected 
of having had a hand la his taking 
off. In the codicil Thaw left to a law- 
yer in Plttsburg the sum of $75,000 
to be used in securing legal re- 
dress from Stanford White and one 
other person, whose name was not al- 
lowed to be read, for the benefit. of 
four young women who, Thaw de- 
clared, had been the victims of "de- 
grading assaults" in a house "fur- 
nished and used for orgies by Stan- 
ford White and other inhuman scoun- 
drels." 
The names of the four young wom- 


en were mentioned by Tha,w, but were 
not made public. TEaw also be- 
queathed the sums of $2,500 each to 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. ?arkhurst, An- 
thony Comstock, and a lawyer named 
In his codicil, to be used" in discover- 
ing further alleged misdeeds by Stan- 
ford White and securing redress fof 
the women.

RECOVERS FROM 


BROKEN BACK 


One of the most remarkable 
re- 


coveries from a "Broken back is that 
of Parley Wilsony=±he Hebron young 
man who had his back broken about 
four weeks ago. At the time Wilson
